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WASHINGTON 



COLONKL AT 22, WON BKITI.SH 
KSTRKM. 

At tlie age of twenty-two years, 
Oeorge WasliinRtoii, as colonel of 
the Virginia militia, gave evidence 
ol his future greatness when he 
withstood the hardships of the mili- 
tary campaign of 1754. His severe 
experiences, leading up to the affair 
at Fort Necessity, and the haltle, an 
event marking the second engage- 
ment of the French and Indian 
War, called for enough tact and 
address to have shaken the nerves 
of a veter.tn commander. 

The first battle of that was where 
as commander, Washington received 
his first baptism of fire, resulting in 
the defeat of Jumonville, the French 
commander, had been fought only a 
few wteks before, on May 28th. 

Juuionville was quickly van<iuisli- 
ed and killed; his officers and virtu- 
ally all of his men were taken pri- 
soners to Virginia. The news of 
this French defeat had been carried 
to Fort Duquesneon the Ohio, by a 
frightened Capadian soldier who 
had escaped. 

Captain Coulon de Villiers a bro- 
ther of Jumonville, called the kill- 
ing of Jumonville an "assassina- 
tion," H charge that rested on feeble 
evidence, claiming that the French 
ensign had gone toward Virginia as 
"an ambass,idor," notwithstanding 
his "suite" numbered more than 
thirty men. Iwen Levis, the French 
general, afterward said "it probably 
was a pretended ass^issi nation." 

HANUICAPPKD BV INDIAN.S 

Washington, with his Virginians, 
had advanced to a point near Laurel 
Hill, in western Pennsylvania, call- 
ed "The Great Meadows," and had 
begun work on his fort, called 
Necessity, Not nearly enough sup- 
plies of provisions and ammunition 
had come up from Virginia. An 
added handicap was the sudden in- 
flux of forty or fifty families of 
"friendly" Delaware and Seneca In- 
dians, including the Half King, 
Tanacharison, and Ci»een Aliquippa, 
to whom Washiugton had presented 
a match-coat and a bottle of rum on 
his way from the French at L,e 
Hoeuf. 

Washington looked in vain for the 
arrival of the proniised New York 
and North Carolina companies of 
infantry. Captain Mackey, with his 
Independent South Carolina Com 
pany, arrived on June lOth, but the 
captain, having a King'scommission, 
refused to take orders from Wash- 
ington, whose commission emanated 
from the Virginia Governor, I)in- 
widdie. Nor would the Carolinians 
do any manual labor or assist in 
transporting the heavy swivels, thus 
adding burdens to the Virginians. 
This situation undoubtedly tried 
the patience of Washington, but his 
self-control, calmness and tact, so 
strongly emphasized in later years, 
Ijrevailed. 

"Captain Mackey and I have 
lived in the most perfect harmony," 
he wrote to the Governor, "and I 
believe if we should have occasion 
to exert our whole force we shall do 
as well as divided authority can do, 
"He thinks you do not have 
the ()(>vvcr to give commissions that 
will command liim," Washington 
continued, "if so, I can very con 
fidenlly say that his absence would 
tend to i>ublic advantage. 1 have 
been particuhirly careful in dis- 
covering no foolish desire of com- 
manding him, neither have I inter- 
meddled with his comjjany." 

Mackey had declared he would 
refuse to allow his men to work on 
the artillery road, unless Washington 
would engage them at a shilling 
sterling aday, "which," said Wash- 
ington, "I would not choose to do." 
The private Virginia soliliers were 
paid in pence, while Washington 
received about $.3 a day. The 
Governor begrudged him' the wages 
of a British colonel. 

ADVANCK.S TOWAHI) MONONOAHKI.A 
To keep |>eace in his miliary 
family, Washington left Mackey 
and his men in charge of the fort 
at the Meadows and advanced with 
his main body toward the Monon- 
gahela Kivcr. Reaching Laurel Hill, 
two weeks were spent in cuttinir 
a road- for the artillery over the 
iirfcipitous heights, to Gists Plan- 
liition, a distance of twelve niilen. 



Hardly had he commenced the 
work of intrenching at Gists, when 
he received word from his scouts 
that a large force of over 1,000 
French was advancing towards lijm 
from Duouesne. 

Captain Coulon de Villiers, eueer 
to avenge the death of Jumonville. 
had l)egged his superior, Contre- 
c<Jeur, to let him lead tne forceof 600 
I'Vench and 400 Indians against 
Washington. On receiving the re- 
port Washington assembled his com- 
panies and decided with his officers 
to begin a retreat. The horses were 
few and weak, so the baggage, am- 
munition, and most of the nine 
heavy swivels, had to be carried or 
dragged by hand. Washington gave 
up his own horse to be loaded with 
jimmunition and supi)lies, and paid 
his men four pistoles to carry his 
baggage, himself walking. 

With infinite labor and pains this 
force slowly ascended the shaggy 
peaks of Laurel Hill and struggled 
along toward Fort Necessity, where 
they arrived exhau.sted and hungry. 
For eight days they had been with- 
out bread and were now so worn 
out that any thoughts of a further 
retreat were dismissed. There was 
beef, but only enough chopped flour 
remained to last them four days. 

Washington proceeded to strength 
en his defenses, hoped for the arrival 



only he and Van Braam understood 
French. Some of the terms offered 
were unsatisfactory to the Americans 
and Van Braam made several trips to 
and from the fort, when the l-'rench 
altered the articles. 

Under the light of a candle, with 
rain at times almost extinguishing 
its flame, Washington and officers 
listened to the translation by Van 
Braam of the French terms of 
capitulation, that officer softening 
the compromising phrase "L'Assas- 
sinat du Sieur de Jumonville" into 
"the death of Jumonville." Five 
weeks later an officer wrote of the 
articles; "There was no such word 
as 'assassination' mentioned. The 
terms expressed were "the death of 
Jumonville." "T^ie French seemed 
to be very condesending and anxious 
to bring things to a conclusion," 
adding "Washinton would never 
have allowed such a word as assas- 
sination to enter into the terms." 

The articles were signed at mid- 
night, granting the besieged the full 
honors of war and protection to their 
baggage and effects. Washington 
gave as hostages for the French taken 
at Jumonville's defeat Captains Van 
Braam and Robert Slobo. Twelve 
Virginians were killed and forty- 
three were wounded. Captain Mac- 
key lost, among others. Lieutenant 
Peter Mercier, a Huguenot ImciicIi- 



of supplies and more ammunition and man from South Carolina, a poem to 

whom appeared on September 12th of 
that year memorali/.ing his death: 
"On the Ohio on July .W." De 
Villers himself visited the fort, writ- 
ing late, "The number of <lead and 
wounded excited my pity, in spite of 
the restentm which I felt for Ihe 
manner in which they I'.ad taken the 
life of my brother." 

Afterward Washington paid his 
resiiects to De Villers's ' e.xpedition- 
ary, erroneous and inconsistent re- 
port of the battle." "He acknow- 
ledged, "said Washington "that we 
sustained the attack warmly from 
lOin the morning until dark, and, 
that he called for a parley and that 
we were wilfully or ignorantlv de- 
ceived by our interpreter in regard to 
the word assassination,' I do aver and 
will to my (lying momont; so will 
every officer who was present" 



for the promised reinforcements, 
the tardy New York and North 
Carolina companies, and prepared 
for the blow which wa.s soon to be 
struck. His Indian allies, disgusted 
with the inaction, had left for 
eastern Pennsylvania. 

Supporting him were 305 Vir- 
ginians, and about fifty South Caro- 
linians, under Captain Mackey, the 
latter's company much reduced bv 
sickness. It was to be a battle, in 
some respects, remarkable, as Pro- 
testant French were to oppose their 
Catholic countrymen, while several 
Anglo-Saxon Protestants in the 
French force were to fight Anglo- 
Saxon Protestants. The French 
chaplain had that morning absolved 
the force of de Villiers, Iiuliiins 
and all, in a body. 

Fort Necessity was in tin- tnrin of 
a s(]uare, its sides thirty-five yar<lfS 
in length, with three bastions. Shal- 
low trenches afforded protection on 
only two sides. 

After a night of rain, a wounded 
scout brought in the news to Wash- 
ington that the whole French force 
was but four miles awa>'. This was 
on July ,^d. The French and Indi.ins 
signalized their approach by firing a 
volley from the woods. De Villiers 
reported that tne Knglish hiid fired 
first, but says Washington; "It is 
well known that we received it at 
600 t>aces." 

Washington then formed his men 
in the water-filled trenches, before 
the fort, bravely es.sa,ying to receive 
the shock of the expected French 
attack, but the I-'rencli "never ven- 
tured on to the plain," whereupon 
tht defenders retired into the fort. 
De Villiers divided his force ana 
took sheltered positions on two 
high, wooded hillocks, and a brisk 
exchange of fire ensued. The firing 
kept up most of the day, except 
when showers dampened loth am- 
munition and the ar<lor ot battle. 
Although the French had no artil- 
lery, their fine concealment and nu- 
merical superiority more than even- 
ed the contest. "The fire was 
spirited on both sides," De Villiers 
reported. "We almost extinguish 

cd the fire "f lllfir r:iiiiinii hv uni 

musketry.' 

At H o'clock, as darkness came, 
the French asked for a parley, offer- 
ing to grant liberal terms. The 
continuous rain, their wet ammuni- 
tion, the threat of their Indian allies 
to leave them and the hourly expec- 
tation of the arrival of Ivnglish rein- 
forcements for Washington increas- 
ed their anxielv to treat. 

But Washington, although reduc- 
ed to half a dozen rounds of ammuni- 
tion, with dead and wounded on all 
sides, refused. De Villiers renewed 
his request, and Washington, at 
length, sent his Dutch captain, Vaii 
Braam, who spoke poor I'Vench and 
Iviglish, across the meadow to meet 
The Chevalier Le Mercier, Captain of 
artillery, DeVillers' representative, 
the Chevalier Peyronie, W^ashing 
ton's Huguenot ensign, lav 
desperately wounded intliefort, and

The French leader. Captain De 
Villiers. reported his losses at 
twenty, but this niust be taken with 
a question mark, because reports 
emanating from I<'ort Duquesne dur- 
ing the war were in a good many 
cases exaggerated. The Rev. Father 
Lambing, president of the Western 
Pennsylvania Historical Society, 
states they could not be depended 
on for accuracy. 

That morning the Washington 
force marched out of the fort with 
their flag flying, drums Ijeating and 
with all of their bagg;ige that could 
be carried by hand, since the Indians 
h.td killed off all their horses and 
cattle. 'Ilie wounded Virginians 
were carried on the backs of their 
companions. The siuplp cannon al- 
lowed by the terms to be removed 
could not be taken off, as it jvas too 
heavy to carry, and was left behind 
with a large flag flying. 

'i^he French then broke up the can- 
non and raztni the fort. After advanc- 
ing but a few miles Washington was 
obliged to halt his men to await rein- 
forcements and wagons. There they 
were further annoyed by the arrival 
of a new force of 100 French Indians, 
who (ihindcred their bagg.-ige. broke 
lip their medicine chest and scalped 
I wo wounded Virginians. 

Washington's feelings may be im- 
agined as he then beheld the plight 
of tiie wounded and his jaded and 
harrassed soldiers. Some writers 
have referred to this as the darkest 
day of his life. It was July 4th, then 
a dav unhistoric, nevertheless a day 
the t''"<^'*v \'irgiiiia colonel was to 
contribute to the fame of it; 

At length, arriving in Virginia, 
the officei's reported to the (*.overnor 
at Alexandria, and when the House 
of Burgesses was assembled Wash- 
ington and his officers were men- 
tioned personally l>v name and 
received the tluinks of the 
province. 



Sul>scribe for the Deaf-Mutes' 
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Th« Valentine that Went on 
a Journey 



Once upon a time there was a little 
boy who made a Valentine. It was 
a very Pretty V^alenline with a big 
red heart painted on it. Underneath 
the big red heart was printed in large 
letters "l Love You." When the 
Valentine was qnite finished and the 
paint dry, the little boy put it into 
an enveloye and sealed it. He dip- 
ped his pen in the ink and very care- 
fully wrote the address of the little 
girl who lived on the farm where he 
had visited last summer. Then he 
put a stamp (just the color of the 
V^alentine's heart) in the upper right- 
hand cori»er. 

But so eager was the little boy to 
huiry the Valentine oti its journey 
that, I am sorry to say, he did not 
fasten the stamp. very securely Two 
of its corners were loose. He ran to 
the Mail Box at the 'corner, pulled 
down the little handle, and pushed 
the envlope through the slot marked 
"Letters." 

'Please take this Valentine to the 
little girl on the farm," he said to 
the Mail Box. Then he skipped off 
home. 

"Why, boy," the Mail Box tried to 
call, " I can't move from this cor- 
ner. I have to stay right where I am. 
I)eople depend upon me to be here. 
That's my business. But I'll speak 
to the Postman when he comes at 
three o'clock. 

At three o'clock, there was the 
click of a lock in the door of the Mail 
Box. And there was the Postman iu 
his gray uniform with brass buttons.

"Please send this Valentine to the 
little girl on the farm," the Postman 
said to the Mail Clerk in the Post 
Office, as he emptied the letters from 
his bag on a large flat table.

The Mail Clerk sorltd the big 
letters and the smaller letters so they 
were all right side up. Then he put 
them through a machine which 
marked on them the name ofthecity 
and til** date. The machine cancel- 
ed the stamps at the same time. It 
was an electric machine and could 
maik twenty-five thousand letters 
an hour. The V^alentine went 
throuRh the m.ichinetoo. All the let- 
ters were sorted for states and towns. 
Then the Valentine felt herself be- 
ing tied with a piece of .string into a 
package of mail. 

Plop, into a canvas mail pouch 
went the Valentine. The Mail 
Clerk fastened on a label telling 
where it was to go: He closed the 



top of the mail pouch and snapped 
a nadlock on it. Then he put it on 
the mail truck. 

Chug, chug, chug, chug, went 
the green mail truck with iron 
gratings, straight through the traffic 
of the busy streets, because it had 
the right of way, carrving Uncle 
Sam's mail. Chug, chug, chug, 
chug, to the mail car or the train 
which went over fields, through 
tunnels, over bridges, past stations 
to the farm country wherethe little 
girl lived. 

The Railway Mail Clerk in the 
mail car watched the stops and put 
the mail pouch off at the proper 
station.

far was it from the town.

Th« N. A. D. at Buffalo 

iJ. kiN(, the first week of August 
this year, the National Association of 
the Deaf ceJebrates the fiftieth year of 
its existence as a national orjra.iization 
It was founded at a popular ar^^em 
blage of deaf people, which convenwJ 
by promulgated agreement, at Cincin- 
nati, O. A majority of the progressive 
deaf, representing many of the states 
of the United States, were present. 

The local committee was headed by 
th- late Robert P. McGregor, and the 
place of meeting was in the pavilion, 
on what was called the hi" ' i» 
Hellevue. 

The gathering, by unanimous vote, 
elected the venerable and remarkable 
Edmund Booth as temporary chair 
man. Robert P.McGregor was elected 
President, after the enrollment of mem- 
bers. George T. Dougherty was made 
Recording Secretary; and Samuel 
M. Freeman was elected Treasurer. 

Since that memorable first meeting 
the deaf of the nation have met many 
times, in biennial convention, in dif 
ferent pcjpulous sections, and labored 
and planned with wisdom, that the 
parficular class of people they re 
presented should be protected in their 
rights as citizens. In problems and 
projects which the association endors- 
irl. this truly altruistic organizatior 
has met with a high degree of success 
'ts endowment fund is increasing stead 
i'v, and fjefore many years an office 
w'th paid officials, will surely be estab 
lished. Up to the present time the 
officials have given their valuable ser- 
vice without cost to the organization 
From the outset, Thomas Hopkins 
Gallaudet, the founder of the first pub- 
lif .school for the deaf in the United 
State* of America, was accorded great 
honor, and at the second convention 
v,,-i,i in New York City, a project to 
■ t funds for a Gallaudet Memo- 
rial Statue was started and culminated 
with the unveiling of a $13,000 statue, 
on the terrace in front of Gallaudet 
College, at the convention i<^ w.i.ing- 
ton, D. C, in the year 188 - 

Gallaudet received his instruction in 
(he method of educating the deaf from 
Sicard, who was a disciple and succes- 
sor of De I'Epee, in Paris, France. 

To go back tf> the origtn of the sue 
cessful metlv)d of education of the deaf. 
it Ls eminently proper that this [Ailan- 
thropif sf>n of France (De I'Epee) 
should be held in grateful memory by 
the deaf of this country. So the N'a- 
tif>nal .Aworiation of the Deaf fathered 
a r>roj 'Ct a statue as a tribute 

of htimage to his memory. The inter- 
vention of the World War f>revented 
farfy fulfilJmcnt. But the fund has 
\x;en collected, the statue and pedestal 
executed, and the formal unveiling will 
be held in the fir'' .f August, 

this year, in the City of Buffalo, 
under the auspices of the '^'-'■''lal 



Association of the Deaf. This con- 
vention will assume the character of a 
World's Congress of the Deaf, and it 
is expected that many delegates from 
abroad will be present. We should 
like to have M. Henri Gaillard, as one 
of the public-^irited deaf men of 
France, sent to Buffalo to attend this 
Congress and take part in the cere- 
monies attendant upon the unveiling 
jf the De I'Epee Statue. 

From the little school on the heights 
■A Montmartre, which De I'Epee start- 
ed, and maintained at his own expense, 
the development of education of the 
deaf had its being. This was in the 
year 1754. Before that time, uncount- 
ed thousands had through indifference 
ar lack of understanding been condemn- 
td to the scrap heap. Since the time 
(176 years ago) that the good abbe 
initiated the method of giving mental 
instruction to the deaf, not only 
France, but other nations also, have 
reaped the economic benefits, that 
resulted from changing a dependent 
class of p>eople into intelligent and 
vvealth-producing citizens. 

France should be proud of the won 
ierful achievement of the humble and 
«lf -sacrificing abbe, whose large heart 
ind ingenious mind had devised a 
system that brought happiness to such 
/ast numbers of neglected people. 
. he pioneer efforts in any line are 
Iways ih ■ most difficult, and De 
Bpee's work was so great and so good 
hat it merits more than all the honor 
hat has been paid to his memory. In 
he French language, the word "I'epee' 
.leans the sword; but it signifies to 
)re.<ent generations the sword of thi 
:ru«i-Ier directed to vanqui.shinp 
keptici;-m, and not the destruction of 
luman beings. Vive la France! Vive 
.'Abbe De I'Epee! Today in our owr 
jr)untry we have deaf citizens of high 
mental calibre, occupying positions of 
trust and responsibility in tjie profes 
.sions and skilled avocations, that ex 
cites the wonder and admiration of th; 
people of the communities whereir, 
they reside. 

Jt is no barren gesture that a sculp- 
tured statue, the funds for which was 
contributed from the pockets of the 
deaf of the United States of America, 
will be unveiled under National As- 
,<K;iation auspices, at its convention 
in the City of Buffalo, during 
the first week of August, \9i0, in 
the presence of thousands, who will 
,^ather to do homage to the first and 
^^reatest benefactor of the deaf of all 
(he world — L'Abbe CTiarles Michel 
Je I'Epee.
